at college. Tis hoy, Whom te Worslipes, 
enlists and #0e8 to france, and the horror 
Of vever meeting that hoy again, either in 
this fife or the future, so praved typo his 
nund that he went to searching every book 
he could find which treated the subject of 
Immortality in any way, and after doing 
this for a long time, and pondering con 
stantly upon it, and trying in every possi- 
ble way to reason it out, he finally is con- 
vineed in his own mind that a future life 
is a certainty, that God is the Great Intelli- 
gence back of it all, and that man js im- 
mortal. Following are some short quo- 
tations from the article: 

Those days of doubt were trying days. I came 
out of them with nothing that could be called te- 
ligious faith, but with certain principles which 
served he hrough most of my active life. One 
thing, I said to myself, was clear—Duty. Whether 
there was a God or not, it was still a man’s bus!- 
ness to be a man, and not an animal. The promise 
of reward or the fear of punishment had nothing 
to do with the case. A man owed it to his own 
self-respect to be as clean as he could, and as hon- 
est, aud to do his best to leave the world a little 
better than he found it, : 

And yet—yet there were times when the world 
seemed a curiously empty place. Times when, as 
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weigh calmly the thought of extinction, found the 
Great Hope forcing itself into hig soul as he drew 
nearer the end. 

The more I thought about it, the harder it be- 
came for me to conceive of this universe without 
some Intelligence behind it. | remember that the 
Same stumbling block had stood across my path 
in those college days when all my faith seemed to 
he slipping away. I fancy that most hardheaded 
men will understand what I mean. We know from 
our own experience that things in this world don’t 
“get themselves done.”’ A load of brick and 
stone, dumped onto a corner lot, does not build 
itself into a house: an armful of wire and iron, 
chucked onto a floor, does not make itself into a 
dynamo and begin sending out currents of elec- 
tricity. Nothing is accomplished, in our experi- 
ence, unless some one with intelligence directs its 
accomplishment. 

So with the universe hehind it, fashioning it, 
directed it, stood the Great Intelligence. It must 
be there; for, if it were not, then the universe had 
created something greater than iself. For I have 
intelligienae, Could an_ unintelligent universe 
bring forth intelligence? Could the less create 
the greater? Was it not more logical, more reas- 
onable, to believe that my intelligence is a part 
of the Great Intelligence, and therefore not doom- 
ed by the grave? It was a great hour for me 
when I saw that clearly. Did my gray matter cre- 
ate me? Or am I what IT seem to myself to be, a 

something that organizes and uses my brain? Just 
as a world that made itself is harder for me to ac- 
cept than a world made hy Intelligence, so a brain 
that made me seems to me harder to picture than 
a brain which I—an Intelligence—inhahit and or- 
fanize and use. For, after all, what is the brain? 
Only a collection of little Bray cells? Does each 
cell then have a little mind ‘of its own, a miniature 
personality? If so, how do the different cells 
set together and garee, each to contribute its sepa- 
rate bit of brain, so that the apsregate contribu- 
tion will result in these sentences that I am writ~
